- A force-pressure water pipe on the second floor of the 
Mattapoisett Police Station burst on the evening of May 
28, forcing the station to close for Memorial Day weekend.

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new $23,809 playground installed in the back of Marion's 
Sippican Elementary School last week. 

Without the organization VASE - Volunteers 
at Sippican Elementary - it is unlikely the dream of 
new playground equipment in the back of the school 
would have been realized. VASE, which includes 
parents, teachers and community members, is a well- 
oiled machine that provides innumerable services to the 
school. For example, the organization funds enrichment 
activities - such as field trips and special performers and 
presentations - for the children's benefit. In addition, 
VASE supports teachers and staffers with its free book 
distribution program and the group is entirely responsible 
for the Sippican phone book. 

The new playground is VASE's latest endeavor. 
According to VASE President Rania Lavranos, the 
organization first decided to pursue a new playground in 
the spring of 2008. VASE members wanted a playground 
in the back as a play alternative during recess. The new 
equipment is different from the traditional stairs and 
slides as it is uniquely designed to build upper body 
strength. "I hope it gets the kids working those biceps 
a bit," Ms. Lavranos said of the climbing-oriented 
playground, which is geared for children between 5 and 
12 years of age. 

In addition to offering an additional play area, 
the new equipment occupies children while parents cheer 
on siblings participating in baseball. "Parents have been 
saying thank you," said Ms. Lavranos. In the past, "kids 
were twiddling their thumbs and playing on a rock," 
during the baseball games, she said. School Committee 
Vice Chairman Brad Gordon is among the parents whose 
child already has taken advantage of the playgroimd 
during a sibling's game. 

Sippican children also are thrilled, according to 
Interim Principal Lyn Rivet. "Students at every grade 
level were very excited to have a play alternative for their 
recess," she said. Prior to the new equipment, Sippican 
students only had access to a playground - situated in the 
front of the building - on alternate days due to scheduling 
limitations. 

In total, VASE bankrolled $19,409 of the new 
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playground equipment costs with monies accumulated 
from years of fundraisers and grants; the School Board 
Committee provided $4,400 for site plan costs. Once 
workers completed the equipment's installation, 
volunteers came out to spread mulch throughout the 
playground. 

Ongoing VASE fundraisers that helped fund 
the playground include the organization's annual fall 
fundraiser, a holiday poinsettia sale, wine tasting and 
silent auction events, and general catalogue sales. 
According to Ms. Lavranos, the adult-themed events 
currently are popular and bring in good receipts. In 
addition to fundraisers, VASE receives grant support from 
the Braitmayer Foundation.

flanked by his two children who are current students at 
RMS - tossed some dirt from the pile.

no easy task. The RMS Committee originally spearheaded 
the effort in 2003, but faced a major setback when the 
town rejected a tax override to fund an expansion in 
2004. "We only lost by 54 votes, and there were 51 blank 
ballots. We ended up with some voter apathy," recalled 
Mr Johnson. However, when the Massachusetts School 
Building Authority began accepting applications for state 
aid, the committee worked with the selectmen and school 
board committee to submit a statement of interest. The 
application sat in the agency's queue for three years. In 
the end, the MSB A funded $16 million of the total $26 
million project cost. 

The expertise on the 16-member committee, 
which included six non-voting members, was crucial in 
obtaining state assistance. According to Mr Johnson, aside 
from one previous member, the group remained intact 
during the entire seven years. "It's a dream team ... I'm 
pretty proud of that committee; the technical expertise just 
covers all of the disciplines," Mr Johnson said, noting that 
the committee make-up includes teachers, administrators 
and engineers. "It actually threw the MSBA off and threw 
the architects off. They are used to rah-rah guys coming 
in asking for a 5,000-seat field house and wall paneling in 
their offices," he said. 

Throughout the whole process the committee 
"stuck together" and remained "very active even though 
there wasn't a lot going on publicly," Mr Johnson said. 

In comments on the groundbreaking. Selectman 
Rick Nunes expressed thanks for the committee's hard 
work. "I just want to thank all those individuals who were 
involved in the [project]. Let's hope this addition suffices 
for many years to come," he said. 

In the meantime, Gilbane - which was awarded 
the contract last fall - and its builders are hard at work in 
the back of the school installing a new septic system and 
gearing up for major construction over the summer. So 
far, the project already is four weeks ahead of schedule. 

On June 22, the current building will be emptied 
in preparation for two months of intensive renovation 
work and construction. Once the fall school year kicks 
in, students will be isolated from construction areas and 
if everything goes as scheduled, they will occupy the

addition following the winter break, Mr. Johnson said.

weather couldn't have been more beautiful for a boat 
race this past Monday. The temperature was a balmy 70 
degrees and the wind was hardly rustling the trees. 

The low water level this year, on the other hand, 
was a little bit of an obstacle. 

The Mattapoisett River route, which ran from 
Grandma Hartley's Reservoir on Snipatuit Road in 
Rochester to Mattapoisett's Herring Weir on Route 
6, included low-water areas where rowers could get 
snagged in reeds and mud. Most of the participants wore 
water shoes to navigate through shallow waters and 
across land bridges. 

Participants in the Boat Race were mainly from 
Rochester and Mattapoisett, but some came all the 
way from Hamden, CT, Concord, NH and Lincoln, RI. 
Other outlying towns, like Middleboro, East Freetown, 
Wareham and New Bedford were also represented. 

The Rochester fire department organized this 
annual event, and said that there were 90 boats on the 
course this year. The route follows the river through 
ponds and bogs and under Routes 105 and 195. The race 
is open to all ages, with two people manning each boat. 
There were divisions for men, women, junior boys, junior 
girls, co-ed and a parent/ child-under-14 division. 

Boaters dressed in bright t-shirts came equipped 
with sandpaper and duct tape for last minute repairs. 
Onlookers could be seen all along the river, crowding 
overpasses and cheering on their favorite boats. 

For those who participate in the anticipated 
annual event, the preparation work starts long before the 
actual boat race. Besides being physically fit enough to 
row for 12 miles, the boaters also prepare and build their 
own boats, sometimes embellishing their creations with 
teeth and monster accents. One boat looked like Loch 
Ness this year - not exactly aerodynamic, but definitely 
eye-catching. 

For mother and daughter rowers, Julie and Gail 
Joseph, the boat-making process took about a month, 
and they used Luan plywood. This was the first year 
for the Josephs, who both said that they were excited to 
participate in their handcrafted boat number 86.

Marion Board of Selectmen 
Anne O'Brien-Kakley 

A regular meeting of the Marion Board of 
Selectmen was called to order by Chairman Stephen 
Gushing on June 1, 2010. Also in attendance were 
Selectmen Roger Blanchette and Jonathan Henry, 
Town Administrator Paul Dawson and Assistant to the 
Selectmen Helene Graver. 

In the annual reorganization of the Board, 
Selectman Blanchette was voted the new Ghairman, 
with Stephen Gushing being the new Vice Ghairman and 
Jonathan Henry becoming the new clerk. 

The minutes of the April 27, May 4 and May 17 
meetings were approved. 

In their first and only formal appointment, the 
Board met with John Ludes and David Davignon in 
regards to a Converse Road subdivision. Mr. Ludes has 
been working with the Board to approve three water 
stubs at his property, but previous owners had somehow 
managed to avoid the stub betterment and construction 
fees of $10,000. Now, with a moratorium on new water 
tie-ins, Mr. Ludes has to prove "public benefit" in order to 
get a tie-in. 

Members of the Open Space Acquisition 
Committee were present to confirm that the land provides 
little access to any usable resources for Marion residents. 
OSAG member John Rockwell said, "Access to a mudhole

is no access at all." 

"The town should've forced [the previous 
residents] to get involved with the sewer stubs. . . they 
weren't made to connect," said Chairman Blanchette. 
"People in this town let them [not] do it. . . that should 
never have happened. We should get him these three 
stubs and be done with it." 

Although the Board showed interest in approving 
the three stubs in spite of the water limitations, Mr. 
Dawson advised against the move, suggesting that they 
speak with Town Council first, since "the town. . . has 
spent untold hours and legal fees... to preserve and 
protect the [water] capacity." 

The Board asked the OSAC to produce a report 
for the June 15 Board of Selectmen meeting so they may 
proceed with a public benefit aspect to the stub approval. 

Under Action items, the Board: 

• Approved easements for NStar and Verizon at 
the new police station and Littleneck Village. 

• Approved a request for parking at 9 Point Road 
for guests attending a wedding ceremony on June 12. 

• Appointed Michael J. Still as an EMT. 

• Appointed Sharon Matzek to the Marion 
Affordable Housing Trust (MAHT), effective immediately, 
and appointed Nicholas Grace to the MAHT effective July 
1 to fill Dorothy Burrill's position on the trust. Ms. Burrill 
submitted her request to not be reappointed to the trust. 

• Approved a one-day, all-alcohol license for the 
Marion Social Club for July 11, 2010. 

Also under Action items, the Board met with 
the Marine Resources Commission (MRC) to discuss 
a possible moratorium on new aquaculture license 
applications. Chairman Blanchette suggested as much as 
a three-year moratorium on aquaculture to observe the 
impact of current aquaculture operations on the town and 
"assess the situation". "Are they going to be a detriment 
to our town or are they going to be okay?" Chairman 
Blanchette asked. 

MRC advised against the moratorium, saying 
that there were a lot of obstacles in the license application 
process, which made a moratoriimi somewhat 
superfluous. MRC advised other approaches to the town's

appraisal of future aquaculture license applications. One 
of the possibilities is "water-sheet zoning", where the 
water can be zoned in the same way the town is zoned.

department said that they had tried to call Mr. van 
Stephoudt to inform him of the elevated readings, but due 
to an unlisted phone number, they were unable to contact 
him. Mr. van Stephoudt asked the Board to consider 
recalculating his water bill by averaging out the past two 
years of bills, on the grounds that the water meter was 
faulty. 

The water department agreed that the meter was 
faulty, but testing proved that the meter was actually 
running too slowly, which means that the bill should've 
been even higher. The meter was also leaking from its 
bottom, which was thought to be the source of the water 
consumption problem. 

Selectman Henry said "a defective meter

is a defective meter" and was in favor of reaching 
a compromise with the homeowner, but Chairman 
Blanchette said that the responsibility should ultimately 
fall with the homeowner to be aware of his consumption, 
regardless of whether or not he was a year-round resident. 

The Board asked Mr. Dawson to pull the home's 
water bills from the past four years to use as a reference in 
making an abatement decision at a future meeting. 

In his Town Administrator's report, Mr. Dawson 
informed the Board that if "substantial completion" is 
determined at the new police station by next week, the 
building could be occupied prior to August 1. 

The Board also met with members of Marion's 
First Congregational Church in regards to the $12,000 
water/ sewer bill that surprised them at the end of 2009. 
The water bill reflected water consumption in the summer 
of 2009, and was thought to be the result of a leak in the 
irrigation system. The Church and the Board both agreed 
to follow up on an abatement request pending an analysis 
of the irrigation system once the system was up and 
running for 2010. 

The Church said that they could not find a leak 
source in the irrigation system, but that certain mechanics 
had been installed to prevent flooding in the future if the 
irrigation is indeed the source. After looking at the pattern 
of the water consumption, the Board agreed that the 
irrigation was likely the source of the water reading from 
last year and agreed to rebate the sewer portion of the bill.

totaling $6,721.07, with the understanding that the Church 
would take measures to prevent the overconsumption 
from happening again. 

In a final Town Administrator's report item, Mr. 
Dawson encouraged the Board to establish a Capital 
Improvements Committee to, in part, analyze town 
buildings, assessing and prioritizing capital needs for 
the future. This idea for a committee stemmed from 
discussion at the 2010 special town meeting when 
residents expressed concern about the condition of town 
buildings, particularly the town house, which is in serious 
needs of repair "from top to bottom", according to Mr. 
Dawson. The Board voted to approve this committee 
formation.

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Mattapoisett Freshman Pitches to World Series

Don't call it a Cinderella story, and don't call 
the UMass Boston baseball team, the Beacons, the 
underdog. It was their determination and scrappy nature 
that brought them to the National Collegiate Athletic 
Association (NCAA) Division III College World Series, 
and Mattapoisett pitcher Tom Cole helped get them there. 

It is the seemingly impossible story of a seventh- 
seed college team - the UMass Beacons - sweeping the 
NCAA New England Regional Tournament and defeating 
the 12th nationally-ranked and first-seed Tufts University 
Jumbos 12 to 6 at a May 22 game. 

Mattapoisett resident Jean Cole, mother to Tom, 
described the team as "good kids who just like to play 
ball," and Coach Brendan Eygabroat laughed at a May 
22 conference saying that he would have to kick the team 
out of the batting cages late at night. "We believed in 
ourselves all year," said the coach. "Hard work pays off." 
To that. Coach Eygabroat added, "Tom Cole did a heck of 
a job." 

The announcer at the May 22 game marveled 
over the unlikely winners and the pitcher that helped 
get them there, saying, "Could you ever have imagined 
that in the championship game, Tom Cole, a freshman 
out of Mattapoisett, Massachusetts, who was pitching 
for Old Rochester Regional high school at this time last 
year would be the winning pitcher of the championship 
game?" The announcer described the Beacons' continued 
victories at the Little East Conference and the New 
England Regional as, "the unfathomable [happening] 
nightly here." 

Mr. Cole came into the May 22 game in the fourth 
inning, when his team was in a losing spot. With the help 
of a double-play, from the fourth to seventh inning, he 
managed to turn it around, helping his team defeat the 
favored Yale team. This is hardly the first pitching feat

for Mr. Cole, who pitched a perfect game two years ago 
when he played for Wareham Region Post 220, and who 
excelled as a pitcher with the ORR Bulldogs. 

There are 402 colleges in Division III, and only 
eight make the World Series. "It's a once in a lifetime 
opportunity," said Ms. Cole. But her son's role in this 
achievement hasn't gone to his head. "He was chomping 
at the bit, wanting to contribute to his team," she said. 
"Tommy did a good job. The whole team did a good 
job... they are scrappers and fighters... [they are] just so 
humble." 

After two back-to-back losses on May 28 and May 
29, the UMass Beacons were eliminated from the Division 
III World Series, but the feat of getting to the NCAA 
championship is still something that this modest team of 
hard-working players is always going to remember. 

And what did Tom Cole have to say about his 
contribution to the team's success? "I came in and I did 
my work," he said at a post-game conference. And based 
on the proud signs and posters hanging outside Mr. Cole's 
home in Mattapoisett, he is in for a great homecoming.

Historic District Abolishment Considered 

Rochester Board of Selectmen

A May 24 meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen was called to order by Chairman Naida Parker 
in the Rochester Town Hall. Also in attendance were 
Selectman Bradford Morse, Town Administrator Richard 
LaCamera and Assistant to the Selectmen Veronica 
Lafreniere. 

The minutes of the April 20 and May 17 meetings 
were approved. The Board also voted and signed annual 
appointments to various town posts. 

Chairman Parker read aloud a letter outlining the 
Board's recommendation for an article at the next special 
town meeting for the elimination of the town's historic 
district. A similar article was on the Annual Town Meeting 
warrant from petitioner Thomas Skrutski, who ended up 
tabling the article at the meeting. This time, the Board 
made it clear that it was endorsing the article for the fall 
special town meeting warrant. 

In the Town Administrator's report, Mr. 
LaCamera asked both the Board of Selectmen and the 
Planning Board to submit comments for the Affordable 
Housing Plan that he is preparing to send to the state in 
the middle of June. 

Mr. LaCamera also provided an update on the 
search for a new town planner. At an April meeting, the 
Board had expressed interest in sharing a planner with 
another town. One of the possibilities had been sharing 
the position with Acushnet, but that town planner has 
since decided that he didn't want to take on Rochester as 
well. The other town that is interested in sharing a town 
planner is Wareham, who, like Rochester, is currently 
looking to fill the vacancy. Wareham is in the final stages 
of putting together the job description, and once received, 
Rochester will go through the hiring process jointly with 
Wareham. 

Mr. LaCamera also took a moment to thank all 
the department heads and town committees for working 
with a difficult budget, thereby avoiding position cuts 
and reduction in service. "It was an extremely challenging 
year as the Board knows," said Mr. LaCamera.

"We've been doing it for years now and I've never 
heard a complaint," said Selectman Morse. 

The Board then discussed the addition of 
members to the Historic District Comiiussion. One of the 
members up for consideration is Thomas Skrutski, who 
has been a vocal critic of the Commission. 

"Mr. Skrutski has been anti-historic district from 
day one, and we feel that his serving on the committee 
would be very distruptive," said Ms. Ladd, who described 
Mr. Skrutski's previous appearances at the Historic 
District Commission meetings as "threatening and 
antagonistic." Since Ms. Ladd does not think Mr. Skrutski 
would be a good choice, the Commission is working hard 
to find others to fill three vacancies. 

Ms. Ladd also took the opportunity to express 
her concern that Chairman Parker was vocally against 
the Historic District Commission, and that this could 
affect the future of the Commission. Chairman Parker 
defended her views, saying that she sympathized with the 
homeowners who felt that the town was an obstruction 
in their home's development, and that she was concerned 
for the houses that have stood vacant due to the 
Commission's restrictions. Chairman Parker thought it 
was unfair that some homeowners must abide by rules 
that the rest of the town doesn't have to follow. 

The Board then approved the 2011 Senior Work- 
off program for qualifying senior citizens who want to 
exchange town work for tax relief. Applications for this 
program will be available in both the senior center on 
Dexter Lane and the Selectmen's office. 

The Board then recognized a letter of resignation 
from part-time Officer David Cody, and resolved to send 
Officer Cody a letter of appreciation for his service.

Old Stone Schoolhouse Opens 

Beginning on June 5, children can learn about 

schooling during the 1800s and try some fun hands-on 
activities and games each Saturday afternoon at the Old 
Stone Schoolhouse, 40 North Street, Fairhaven. 

The Old Stone Schoolhouse is a restored one- 
room school that was originally built in 1828 to serve 
the Oxford district of Fairhaven. In the 1840s, Manjiro 
Nakahama, the first Japanese person to live in America, 
attended classes there. The schoolhouse remained in 
operation until the larger Oxford School was built in 1896. 
It will be opened by the Fairhaven Office of Tourism on 
Saturday afternoons from 12:30 to 4:30 pm in June, July 
and August.

Captain Dean Doran of Mattapoisett, MA 
passed away in Summerfield, Florida on 
February 9th, 2010, far from his home on the 
sea. However, those who knew and loved 
him believe he was there in mind and heart 
when he "put out to sea." His older daugh- 
ter, Toya and his close friend and companion, 
Shirley Harrow cared for him until his death, 
with support and guidance from Hospice 
Services of Marion County Florida. 

Although he had lived and worked in Tortola British 
Virgin Islands for 30 years, he returned to Mattapoisett every 
summer. In 2007, Dean bought a home in Florida where he 
spent winters, always coming home to his "shack" at Angeli- 
ca, where he scanned the bay and enjoyed the delights of the 
cove with his family and friends. 

He graduated from Admiral Farragut Naval Academy in 
1948 followed by a year at Tufts University and a transfer to 
Rollins College, Florida where he met Takayo Tsubouchi. The 
day after their graduation from Rollins in 195 3, Takayo and 
Dean married.

Following his discharge from the Navy, he worked as an 
Engineer in Boston, at his father's firm: Hoyle, Doran and 
Berry for twenty years. Providentially, it was the unlimited 
tonnage Captain's license that became a deciding factor 



enabling Dean to leave Hoyle, Doran and Berry and relocate 
to Tortola, BVI from 1977-2007. There he co-founded and 
became the first Captain of the ferry boat company Native 
Son, which still runs from St. Thomas to Tortola. There, with 
his distinctive long-billed sword-fishing cap, he was known 
by all as: Captain Dean. 

The term Captain not only conveyed his familiarity with 
boats, navigation, weather, and the sea, but his acumen of all 
things nautical. He also possessed a keen intellect and an ever 
active curiosity which led him to discover and explore an ar- 
ray of arcane subjects that became part of his repertoire. His 
family, friends and acquaintances delighted in his stories and 
ability to expound on a variety of topics. His taste in music 
ranged from country western to grand opera. However, when- 
ever he drove his distinctive sapphire blue Subaru around 
town, he listened to his favorite opera: I Puritani.

Hazy Memorial Day Honors Heroes 

Lt. Chris Byron Remembered 
By Laura PeduUi 

A thick haze from Canadian wildfires enveloped 
Mattapoisett this Memorial Day, but that did not stop area 
residents from coming out in large numbers to honor veterans, 
military personnel, and individuals who offered the ultimate 
sacrifice in past and present conflicts. 

Upholding the annual tradition, Florence Eastman 
Post 280 American Legion led a ceremony on the Mattapoisett 
Free Public Library's lawn that included remarks from govern- 
ment officials, a special speaker, and performances by Old 
Hammondtown Orchestra. 

The event kicked off at 1:30 pm with the pledge of 
allegiance. Commander Michael Lamoureux then declared 
that this year's Memorial Day Services would honor the life 
of former Rochester resident Lt. Chris Byron, a decorated 
Korean War Veteran and retired Massachusetts Supreme Court 
Justice who passed away on March 9. In his opening remarks, 
Mr. Lamoureux described Byron's service during the Korean 
War, for which he served from 1948 to 1951 . According to Mr. 
Lamoureux, Mr. Byron was wounded no less than four times, 
and in three of those instances he insisted on returning to his 
troops. His service earned him silver and bronze stars for gal- 
lantry. 

"The man was a true hero. We wanted to remember 
him and remember what he stood for," Mr. Lamoureux said, 
reciting his favorite Mr. Byron quote: '"The greatest honor and 
privilege of my life was leading troops in combat.'" 

Shortly later in the service. Rep. William Straus 
echoed these sentiments. "He is not just a soldier," he said of 
Lt. Byron, citing his judicial accomplishments. "He was a true 
scholar as well as a judge," he added. 

After Mr. Lamoureux 's remarks. Chaplain Richard 
Langhoff led a prayer that urged people to be "humble of heart 
and unselfish of purpose." 

Prior to Old Hammondtown Orchestra's first perfor- 
mance, Mr. Lamoureux recognized Stan Ellis and Jean West 
- retiring orchestra and jazz instructors - for their years of 
participation in the event. For Mr. Ellis, the event marked his 
29th and final year of leading performances at the ceremony. 
During the celebration. Rep. Straus lauded Mr. Ellis' and 
Ms. West's achievements. "It is a treat to see an orchestra at 
an event like this. [Mr. Ellis] and the school kids remind us 
of the importance of the arts in education," he said. The Old 
Hammontown Orchestra performed four numbers during the 
event, including the Old Hammontown March, God Bless 
America, America, and The Star Spangled Banner. 

In other remarks. Rep. Straus explored the reali- 
ties of life during the civil war and the toll on families who 
never received the remains of their loved ones. "That was a 



new thing for people in this country. . . It was hard to keep the 
memory alive. Some memorials like ours and in other towns in 
New England came up so you would not lose that memory, not 
let [the deceased] disappear from your mind. We do that with 
the Civil War veterans, and we do that [for] everyone who had 
served since," he said. 

In short comments. Selectman Jordan Collyer 
thanked the highway and police departments for assisting with 
the event. He also thanked the tree planting committee for 
their work to beautify the town for the parade. He said Memo- 
rial Day is an opportunity to honor veterans because "without 
them, we wouldn't be where we are today." 

Veteran's Agent Barry Denham offered the official 
Memorial Day message. He said the oldest Mattapoisett 
Memorial Day ceremony he found on record occurred in 
1917. He reported an interesting fact that Selectman George 
Randall's father recited the Gettysburg Address at this event. 
Overall, he said, "this is a tradition that I hope continues for 
many generations to come." 

Shortly thereafter. Old Rochester Regional Junior 
High student Joel Lavoie recited the Gettysburg Address to 
great applause. 

Then special speaker Capt. Adrian Lonsdale - a 
World War II veteran who served on the coast guard - rec- 
ognized the approximately six WWII veterans attending the 
ceremony. "We soon will be an extinct breed, but the veterans 
here are the lucky ones because they lived to an old age," he 
said. 

In his speech, Mr. Lonsdale said that since the Revo- 
lutionary War, he calculates that the United States has engaged 
in 29 armed conflicts that took the lives of approximately 
1,300,000 people, 623,000 of which died in the Civil War. He 
said that in 1868, Americans founded Decoration Day - re- 
named Memorial Day at a later time - to honor the sacrifices 
of soldiers. 

In his speech, he asserted that not all heroes are on 
the battlefield, citing the important work of cryptologists who 
translated German and Japanese naval codes that significantly 
altered the course of the Second World War. 

Following the ceremony, the legion laid wreaths on 
war memorials and offered a firing squad salute adjacent to 
the library. Then a short parade assembled, which included: 
current members of the U.S. army, including JROTC students 
at New Bedford High; the Mattapoisett Police and Fire De- 
partments; the Mattapoisett Girl Scouts, Brownies and Daisy 
Troops; the Mattapoisett Boys Scouts and Cub Scouts; town 
officials; vintage vehicles; and of course the Old Hammond- 
town Orchestra.

The Last Movie

I Actor, director, drug 
addict, madman, art 
collector, comeback 
kid at the age of 50, 
Oscar nominee. Bush 
I supporter turned

I deal -breaker for him), 
' Hollywood Walk of 
Fame recipient two months before his death: Dennis 
Lee Hopper wore a lot of hats in his turbulent, turbo- 
charged lifetime. 

Some remember him for his co-starring work 
opposite James Dean in Rebel Without a Cause and 
Giant — the '50s. Some remember him for his iconic 
Easy Rider — the '60s. Some remember him for his 
jittery photographer in Apocalypse Now — the '70s. 
Some remember him for his polar-opposite comeback 
roles in Blue Velvet and/or Hoosiers — the '80s. 
Some remember him for his villain roles in Speed and 
Waterworld — the '90s. Some may even remember his 
twilight work in Land of the Dead, An American Carol, 
or the Crash TV series. That's six decades, man. Not 
bad for someone who by all rights should 've been dead 
in the early '80s, when he was snorting three grams of 
cocaine a day. 

Hopper cleaned up in '83 and roared back into 
prominence with four legendary performances: the 
kindly drunk Shooter in Hoosiers, the delapidated, one- 
legged Feck in River 's Edge, the furiously vengeful 
Lefty Enright ("I'm the lord of the harvest!") in The 



Texas Chainsaw Massacre 2 ... and, of course, the 
seething profile of obsessive evil Frank Booth in David 
Lynch's masterpiece Blue Velvet. If you watch all of 
these films back-to-back. Hopper's performances shake 
out as his confession, his acknowledgment that he was 
in the wilderness but now he was back, that once he 
was blind but now he could see. 

He was also a pretty good director. Out of 
the Blue (1980) was a stark portrait of bottom-dog 
existence. Colors (1988) a conscientious attempt to 
make sense of the Crips-Bloods war. Backtrack (1990) 
an underrated, quirky outlaw romance. He was not 
as great a director as he was an actor, but, with the 
possible exception of his last effort, 1994's Chasers 
(which nevertheless found room for appearances by 
Crispin Glover, Seymour Cassel and Gary Busey 
— must've been an interesting set). Hopper always 
seemed to be groping for some kind of truth in the films 
he helmed, even if, as in the widely dismissed The Last 
Movie (1971), his reach exceeded his grasp. 

Hopper kept busy right up to the end; his final 
decade seemed to be filled with documentaries, for 
which he either narrated or served as an interview 
subject, the reasoning probably being that the man 
had a lot of good stories. Perhaps his last truly great 
performance was in True Romance (1993), wherein 
he delivered the infamous history lesson on Sicilians 
to provoke mob boss Christopher Walken into killing 
him before he was forced to give up the location of his 
son. The scene is such a ready-made classic it can be 
viewed and enjoyed by itself outside the movie. Among 
Hopper's lesser-known work, I can recommend the 
criminally underseen Paris Trout (1991), Mad Dog 
Morgan (1976), The American Friend (1977), The 
Indian Runner (1991), and Red Rock West (1992). His 
final film, due to be released September 17, will be the 
computer-animated Alpha and Omega. Time will tell 
whether it's a fitting swan song for Hopper, but then he 
usually performed as though every movie were the last 
movie.

The disease can cause serious complications if it is not 
recognized and treated early. Deer ticks can also carry 
germs that cause other diseases such as babesiosis and 
anaplasmosis. Although much less common, these 
diseases are very serious. To prevent getting diseases 
transmitted by ticks, you should: 

• Use a repellent with DEBT according to the 
directions on the product label 

• Wear long-sleeved light colored shirts and long 
pants tucked into socks. This helps keep ticks off you and 
makes it easier to spot them. 

• Consider applying a permethrin-containing 
repellent to your clothes according to the directions on the

• Check yourself, your children and your pets for 
ticks once a day, if you have been anywhere there might 
be ticks. Favorite tick places are armpits, hairline, groin, 
legs, thighs, or in and behind the ears. Tick checks are 

an important way of preventing infection. Remove any 
attached tick you find as soon as possible with a fine point 
tweezers, grasping the tick as close to the skin as possible 
and pulling straight out with steady pressure. Getting 
the tick off within 24-36 hours of its attachment is very 
effective in preventing infection. 

• Be aware of the early symptoms of Lyme 
disease such as a rash at the site of the tick bite and/ 
or flu-like sjnnptoms, and seek medical advice if you 
develop them. 

Reduce Mosquito Bites - In Massachusetts, West 
Nile virus (WNV) and eastern equine encephalitis (EEE) 
virus are germs people may get if they are bitten by an 
infected mosquito. Most human cases of WNV and EEE 
occur in late summer and early fall. Not everyone infected 
with WNV will get sick but those over 50 are at greater 
risk for serious disease. EEE is a rare but very serious 
disease that can affect anyone. If s not too early to get into 
good mosquito-bite prevention habits that include: 

• Use of repellents that contain DEET, 
permethrin, IR3535 or picaridin (KBR 3023) provide 
protection against mosquitoes. In addition, oil of lemon 
eucalyptus has been found to provide as much protection 
as low concentrations of DEET. 

• Taking special care to cover up the arms and 
legs of children playing outdoors. When you bring a 
baby outdoors, cover the baby's carriage or playpen with 
mosquito netting. 

• Fixing any holes in your screens and make sure 
they are tightly attached to all your doors and windows. 

• Removing any standing water around your 
home. Mosquitoes will begin to breed in any puddle or 
standing water that lasts for more than four days. Check 
gutters ceramic pots, trash cans, recycling containers, old 
tires, wading pools, bird baths, etc. 

Avoid Contact with Wild and Unfamiliar 
Animals - Rabies is a fatal viral infection now most
